GIVES NOTICE TO BOARD 


AFTER 
MEETING. 


For Four Years Efficient Head of Local 


Organization, Rev. Conley Decides 


on Retirement. 


Rev. 
W. G. Conley, for four years 


pastor of the Covina Christian Church, 
tendered his resignation to the church 
official board last Sunday morning, 
following the regular Sunday morning 
service. The action was not wholly 
surprise, although many in the com 
munity, and among his parishioners, 
were not aware that the pastor con 
templated this action. The resigna 
tion was made to the board in session 
after the close of the services, and was 
not publicly announced to the members 
of the congregation. 


When questioned on Monday con- 


cerning his resignation, Rev. Mr. Con- 
ley admitted that it was in the hands 
of the board, but declined to state his 
reasons for resigning. 
It is known 


that, while the pastor has built up a 
strong and reliant church during his 
pastorate of four years, the harmony 
which has existed in the church dur- 
ing that time has not been present for 
the past few months/ The evangelical 
services held here recently, were not 
wholly countenanced by all the mem- 
bers of the church, although the reason 
to?, this 'disnenBl<>ivaavnpt«.g}veai,<? 
.Recently, negotiations were -made to 
AlberTE. Buss, evangelical singer and 
companion of Dr. Yeuell, to accept the 
assistant pastorate of the church. Mr. 
Buss announced publicly that he had 
been employed in this capacity, espec 
ially with regard to the musical fea- 
tures of the church service, and ar 
ranged with the Argus for a business 
announcement calling attention to this 
fact. The advertising was later count 
ermanded by Rev. Mr. Conley, and the 
pastor announced that Mr. Buss had 
left for the East. 
. 


At a meeting of the official board 


this week the pastor's resignation was 
accepted. The board has given out a 
written statement of regret regarding 
the pastor's resignation and speaks as 
a body of the splendid work he has 
accomplished since coming here. In 
it it is stated that 304 new members 
have been added to the church enroll- 
ment during the stay of Mr. and Mrs. 
Conley, and that the average attend- 
ance of the Sunday-school has been 
200. The church has annually contrib- 
uted $600 toward the support of E. R. 
Moon, a missionary situated at Bo- 
lenge, Africa, and $340 of this money 
was raised and handed in last Sunday 
night by the children of the church. 
The statement says that almost $4000 
was raised last year for all purposes. 
In speaking of the future plans of the 
church Hie board has made this an- 
nouncement: 


"The official board will as soon as 


practical, secure a strong and faithful 
minister to take up the splendid work 
soon to be laid down by the present 
pastor, and they do not propose that 
there shall be any backward movement 
in the future."

Members of Presbyterian Church Rally 


to Wipe Out Debt.—New .Board 


Organized. 


At a congregational meeting of the 


"members of the Presbyterian Church 
Tuesday night, the people responded 
with a splendid will to the duty of 
clearing off the debt eneumbent upon 
the organization at the present time, 
and nearly $3,000 worth of bonds were 
subscribed for. The subscriptions were 
taken at a dinner provided by the 
board of trustees, and the announce- 
ment was made that one wealthy mem- 
ber of the congregation would assume 
one-sixth of the indebtedness as fast 
as it was taken up by other members. 
This announcement was very gener- 
ally applauded and resulted in a very 
liberal subscription. 


The bonds were issued in denomina- 


tions of $36 each, payable at the rate 
of $1 per month, and to be1 carried 
three years. The total indebtedness 
of the church is about $8000 on an or- 
iginal expenditure of $?1,000. 
The 


$3,000 subscribed at this meeting has 
since been increased to nearly $4,000 
through an individual canvass of the 
board of trustees this week, or nearly 
half of the present debt.

organized this week, owing to the 
death of J. M. Smith, its president.

Been Standardized Under New 


System. 


<V year of activity in the new Covina 


Union High School building is closing. 
Supervising Principal J. J. Morgan 
closes his initial year as head of all 
the schools of Covina valley, and the 
results of this one year under new 
conditions are well worth looking into. 


Educators throughout the state have 


been watching the experiment being 
carried out in Covina with more than 
casual interest. The system of super- 
vision over the lower grades by a 
principal in charge of all the schools 
has a direct bearing on the efficiency of 
the scholars as they come to the high 
school for matriculation, and Prof. 
Morgan states that this system will 
work out to the effect that all scholars 
will have received a uniform training, 
placing them on an equal basis when 
the work in the high school is to be 
taken up. 


During the year the high school 


district has been extended to the out- 
side grade schools of the valley, to 
Baldwin Park, West Covina, and Char- 
ter Oak, so that these scholars may 
come to the high school building and 
be Instructed in sloyjl, drawing, do- 
me*, v'a; sciences and utner Btnai&s7«iid 
Prof. Morgan says that he hopes to 
extend this year the privilege of spec- 
ial instruction 
in music to the out 


lying grammar schools. 
A rich and 


extensive country contiguous to Co- 
vina has been annexed and made a 
part of the Covina High School dis- 
trict since Prof." Morgan's regime be 
gan, and the country thus annexed 
has found itself vastly benefited with- 
out an increase in taxation. 


During the coining year Prof. Mor- 


gan expects to establish a class of 
penmanship in the upper grades. This, 
the professor says, is not to be con- 
founded with any striving after orna- 
mental writing, but is to be rather a 
correction of mistakes 
which have 


been made in the past through a long 
system of changes from the vertical 
writing, the semi-slant and the present 
mode of penmanship which is known 
as the natural slant. 
The vertical 


writing, in the opinion of Covina's 
principal, has destroyed individuality 
in penmanship, so that scholars now 
long since graduated, have a style of 
writing which is identical with all 
others taught during that contempo- 
rary period, and practically feature- 
less. That a person's handwriting is 
his own individual asset in business is 
an undisputed fact, and to destroy its 
individuality means that much of its 
originality is destroyed. 
When the 


city has become of'the chartered class 
that allows it to operate its education- 
al institutions without the supervision 
of the county, there will be an oppor- 
tunity to eliminate 
many faddisms 


which have crept into the schools at 
large in Los Angeles county.

during the past month, and which not 
alone doubled the collecting facilities 
but eliminated the possibility of any 
foreign material going out with the 
colonies.—Los Angeles Times.

Plans That Don't Work. 


If the public were taken Into confi- 


dence every time there is a new 
scheme for newspaper publicity, there 
•would be something new in this line 
for the papers to print each week. 
The San Gabriel valley looks good to 
every man of more or less newspaper 
"knowledge who comes to it, but only 
those who have been on the ground 
for years know what is best to launch 
here, for the path of the newspaper 
owner in the citrus districts is no soft. 
bed of sweet-scented blossoms. 


During the past week there has been 


a plan propounded wherein the news- 
papers of Covina, Azusa, Glendora and 
Monrovia be syndicated, with the idea 
of printing them in one central office. 
and with a standard price for advertis- 
ing. The field has been looked over 
by newspaper promoters for this pur- 
pose. 


There is nothing in it. It would prove 


a dismal failure. It would not be 
fair deal in any way to the advertls 
ers. 
Such a scheme is not necessary 


in the first place. It would simplj 
mean that the advertisers would" be 
called upon to pay the freight, and 


_..:white at first, the. scheme .would. 


bly look good to some advertisers not 
familiar with such methods, it would 
not Increase any business for them, 
for the field is covered almost entirely 
by the papers now circulating in these 
localities. The merchants would he 
called upon to pay for something 
•which would be of no benefit to them. 


It takes years to build up a news- 


paper business. Every locality has its 
differences; every town is different 
from the newspaper standpoint from 
other towns. The editor who grows 
up with the town has become acquaint- 
ed with practically every person of 
.consequence. 
He knows just how 


large a business can be maintained. 
There can be no solid 'justness built 
by any other method. It means years 
of drudgery, years of fighting for a 
living amid untold disappointments, 
amid 
jealousies, 
misunderstandings, 


and finally, friends, patrons and a busi- 
ness as large as the community can 
pay for. 


Sometimes a new man comes Into 


a community and establishes a news- 
paper and succeeds from the start. 
But the occasions are so rare that 
they can be enumerated w"hout any 
mental strain. The country districts 
of California have ever been a scatter- 
ed field for the newspaper. The field 
is getting more and more closely set 
tied up, but the same conditions obtain 
—the newspaper can give you as good 
service as you pay for. And it can 
give you only the service that lies in 
the capacity of the territory it covers, 
If it covers the whole field, as the Ar- 
gus does, there can be nothing gained 
by 
syndicating 
with 
another field 


•where conditions may n«t be satisfac- 
tory. The Covina valley is sufficient 
unto itself. 


Then, the feeling at jealousy, not 


rancorous, but a trifle strong com- 
munity pride, among the closely-situ- 
ated towns of this valley must be con- 
sidered. Each town is working hard 
for the advancement of its own par- 
ticular interests, and the idea of ,1 
syndicate newspaper, even though the 
established local papers should join 
the combine, would not appeal to sub- 
scribers or advertisers. 


The newspaper rises with the pros- 


perity of the town. There is no other 
way.

of this fact at once and prepare for a 
determined campaign of extermina- 
tion. There has just been completed 
a thorough examination by experts of 
the groves of the San Gabriel Valley, 
and the report is to the effect that a 
fumigation 
of practically two-thirds 


of the territory is necessary in order 
to clean the groves. 


The reason for the prevalence of the 


black scale this year does not reflect 
upon the efficiency of the fumigation 
of last year in any way, but rather 
points to the fact that all fumigating 
outfits in the valley have achieved the 
same results, which may be admitted 
to be not so satisfactory as has been 
the case in past years. 
The "off 


hatch" of black scale larvae this year 
is greater than ever. 
Ry 
this 
is 


meant that the small percentage of 
scale left alive after fumigation last 
year is more considerable than other 
years. 
There 
were 
peculiar condi- 


tons met with by the fumigating out- 
fits at certain times last fall, which, 
in a measure destroyed a part of their 
work. 
What these conditions were, 


is impossible to state correctly. 
It 


is known that the same conditions 
prevailed 
in 
orchards 
which 
were 


fumigated by the Fruit Exchange, as 


of the summer. 
But, inasmuch as 


this off hatch has already gotten a 
firm hold in the orchards of all citrus 
districts in the southern portion of the 
state, it is urged by the Argus that im- 
mediate steps be taken by the ranch- 
ers of Covina, to sign up at once for 
the fall fumigation. 
Many ranches, 


Aggregating several hundred acres, 
went, by default last year because the 
fumigators were not able to perform 
all the work that was thrust upon 
them. 


It is necessary to contract early in 


order that the wholesalers who han- 
dle the cyanide may get some esti- 
mate of the amount of work to be 
clone, so that there will not be a scar- 
city in cyanide as there was last year. 
Two things are urged—to fumigate, 
and also to replenish the supply of 
scutellista 
in 
the 
orchards. 
The 


black scale is not the greatest menace,- 
thanks to fumigation 
methods, bu'; 


it must be attended to.

scale is prevalent. The "off hatch," 
which is known to be the hardy scale 
that lives through the application of 
cyanide of potassium and sulphuric 
acid because of one reason or another, 
has a stronger hold in Southern Cali- 
fornia than in previous years. 
It is 


advanced as a fact that fumigation 
undoubtedly kills at least ninety-five 
>er cent of the black scale, or even as 
high as ninety-eight per cent. 
But 


even with this as a fundamental fact, 
the remaining small per cent multi- 
plies at the rate of one thousand to 
one, and the scale hatches in millions 
luring the warm months. 


It has hitherto been the case that 


the scutellista, the black scale para- 
site, which lays its eggs in the black 
scale and therefore destroys it, has 
kept down the 
flourishing 
of 
this 


small percentage of scale not killed 
by the cyanide. But the scutellista 
has been gradually disappearing from 
the orchards because of neglect on 
the part of the ranchers to renew the 
parasite from time to time. The re- 
sult is that inspectors say the scutel- 
lista is very hard to find in Southern 
California orchards. 
Therefore the 


"off hatch" has practically a free and 
untrammeled existence, and this is 
especially true this present year. The 
life of the black scale is about twelve 
months, and it generally hatches out 
about the first of June, according to 
the prevailing heat of the season. 
Right now the scale is hatching in 
millions. Hatched out .n June, it can 
be killed with a certainty during the 
fall through fumigating methods. The
